*“¢ nwal Petition of the Council of State of the 
* united Provinces of the Netherlands. 

TRE Second Point, High and Mighty Lords, 
“© which the Council of Scate think deferves to 
‘be confider'd, is, the Ufe that —_ co be made of 
all the foremention’d Succeffes, for the Advantage 
of the common Caufe, and particularly of this Stace. 
To form a juft Notion of this, ‘tis neceffary to re- 
fie& nor only on the Circumttances with which 
thofe S have been accompanied, bu: lke- 
wife on the prefeat Condition of the Enems, the 
Refources or Means they have to repair the Luiles 
they have fuftain’o, and laftly the Diligence and 
Difparch they apply to the repairing of them. As 
for the Condivion of the “nemy, bas been already 
fhewn, that by the Progrefs of the Arms of this 
Scare and its High Allies, che Archbifhoprick of Co. 
logne and the B.fthoprick of Liege are clear’a of the 
Enem}’s Gierifons, that feveral Provinces in Spain 
and of the Spawith Nevherlands are reduc’s to the 
Ovedience of their righ:ful Prince: That the Dutchy 
of Milan and the Priacipalicy of Piemont are well 
near intirel ; recover'd ; and thar there is peat like- 
libood of further Conquefts in Italy, *Tis alfo ap- 
patent, that France muft be much weaken'd, not 
only by che Diminution of their People and Riches 
threugh the Perfecution of thofe of the Religion 
profets'd by this State, and by the Removal thereby 
occ: fion'd of great Part of their Manufactures out 
of the Kingdom ; bur particu'arly by the extraor- 
dinary Efforts they have made during this War, by 
the great Lofs of their experienc’d veteran Tr 

in the foremention’d Battles and Sieges, and of a 
moft an inconceivable Quantity of Artillery and 
Stores of War; as alfo by the frequent Alteration 
of the Value of sheir Coin, and the great Exporta- 
tion of Gold and Silver Species occafion’d by ir, and 
by the low Value of the publick Funds and of the 
Mint-Bills. But, befides that the Subj-cts and 
ritories of the bigh Allies in thefe and ovher Parts, 
have fuffer’d confiderably by this War; that their 
StapleeCommodities are mach funk in their Value ; 
that Trade, Navigation, and the Fitheries are not a 
lirrle decay’d ; and thar ic has been neceflary for 
exerting the utmoft Efforrs, ro levy great Taxes, 
and borrow very confiderable Sums of Moncey ; che

If any Pesfon who defires to be convinc’d of the 
Power of France, thould not thick fie 
what it was in the Time of the Hniperour Cita: ie. 
and with what Precaution thas Emperour, notwi5- 
ftanding he was alfo King of Spainand Lord o1 «ac 
Seventeen Provinces of tne Ne herlanas, proceeded 
againft King Francis 1, who haa iitde more than 
third of the Revenues bis prefent -Suceeffor bas, 
and what Difficulties be found in making War 
thac King fim come nearer ro our and 
taking things buc from the Conciafion oi the * veacy 
of Munfter, he will find, that by the Ceffion made 
by tha: Treaty, of Brifac, the Snhtgaw, and Land- 
graviate of Aiface, io France, cheir Frontier was ¢x- 
tended tothe Rhine, and a Paffage was open’d into 
Swabia and to the Danube: ‘dba: by the Creacies 
of the Pyrences and of Aix la Chapelle, and others 
fubfequent to chem, they obtain’d the Counties of 
Roufillon and Conflans on the Borders of Spaim: 
by the Ceffion made to them, of 1 hiouvilie, 
Monmedi, and Damvilliers, they gait’d a Paffage to 
the Arcibithoprick of Trier: That befides the Coun- 
try between the Sambre and the Maeze, they have 
fice got all Artois, great part of the Datchies of 


‘ Laxembourg and Hainault, and of Flanders, and a 


great Namber of noble and ftrong Towns in them, 
as Camibray, Valenciennes, Conde, Doway, Lifle, 
Ipres, Aire, St. Omer, Arras, and many others, 
(among which Dunkirk muft not be forgowen, 
yielded to France in another Manner and’ on parti. 


' cular Bargain ;) by all which Towns they have no 
only made for themfelves a ftrong Barriere, but di 


membred the reft of the Netherlands, and open'd 
themfelves free Accefs to them at all Times, bavin 
left the Barriere ftipulated for this State littie more 
than the Name. Add w this, theit Acquifition of 
the Franche Comte, the greateft Part of Lorrairy 
and STRASBOURG, a City which alone, by its Si- 
tuation, tho’ it had not Hunninghen above it and 
Fort-Lonis below it, would command the Rhme 
from Bafil down to Philipsbourg, and which having 
the fertile Alface behind ir, and an open Communi. 
cation with France through Phalsbourg and. Lorrain, 
is always in a Condition to give great Umbrage and: * 
Difquiet to Germany. We forbear to mention all the 
Ulurpations made by that Crown fince the Peace 
of Nimeguen, under Prevext of Reuniors, and of 
the artfully forg’d Deeds of the Chambers of 
Merz, Brifac, and Befancon ; What ve would come 
is chis, that of all chat France has eithér 
by Treaties, or fiez'd for themfelves by Ufurpacipn, 
the Year 1648 they have loft novhing, cor 
have the Allies conquer'd any thing from.them, but 
Menin onl. 2nd on the other Hand, they atenow 
poiftsd of the Capital City and meft of the Ter-
